SIR, 


Bg ] HAVE the honor to tranfmit to you, to be laid before Congrefs, an aba 
ftraét of the official emoluments and expenditures of the feveral collectors, naval oflicers, 
and furveyors in the United States, which has been framed from documents rendered to this 
Office, in purfuance of the fourth fe€tion of «“ An Act relative to the compentiations of cer- 
“ tain officers employed in the colleétion of the duties of impoft and tonnage,” pafled Fe- 
bruary 14th, 1795. 

The compenfations eftablifhed by that A&t were to:commence on the firft day of April 
then next enfuing; and the officers of the cuftoms were directed, in the circular inftruc- 
tions iffued thereon from this office, that their returns for the year 1795 fhould commence 
with that period. In fome few in®ances, however, returns have been inadvertently ren- 
dered for the whole year, and in that form are ‘wmtroduced into the Abftra&t, where there 
has not been opportunity to procure a correét fubititute. Thofe which commence at a 
fubfequent period, are from offices created by the Act of February 26th 1795, or from 
diftriéts, in which a vacancy has exifted, and the accounts of former oilicers have not been 
procured or communicated by their fucceffors. 

It may be material to obferve, that in regard to fuch part of the emoluments of collec- 
tors as arifes from commiffion, this Abftraétdoes not accurately exhibi: the operation of the 
A& to which it relates. The monies received or fecured, previous to April :{t 1795,were 
but in a ‘few inftances wholly paid into the treafury, or accounted for in the three fubfe- 
quent quarters. Of courfe, the commiffions credited in the returns, on which this Ab- 
{tract is founded, are generally purfuant to former laws. ‘To a few {mall ports only, this 
remark is not applicable. . 

Such obfervations, accompanying any of the returns, as have appeared to be interefting 
to the officers communicating them, or to the public fervice, will be found fubjoined to the 
Abftra&. It will be perceived that many of the remarks have not a mere local reference, 
but apply equally to the fitustion of officers, who haveschofen to remain filent on the fub- 
jet of an increafed compenfation. | 

An earlier preparation of this document, to’the degree of completion which was des 
firable, has been prevented by a delay in tranfmitting the requifite returns from fome of the 
diftri@s. The defiencies which ftill exift will be fupplied by a communication of the ac- 
counts not yet forwarded, if they fhould be feafonably received.

(1) ** THE amount of commiffion and fees for thefe three quarters are more than the 
proportion forthe year. But if the net emolument in this ftatement (being 682,°4 dollars, 
including falary) was the true proportion for the year, it would yield only 910% dollars 
per annum, a {um by no means adequate to the duties and refponfibility of the office.— 
Although the importations are not very confiderable in this diftri€t, yet the returns to the 
treafury being fimilar, the duties of the office of colleCtor is nearly equal to thofe ports where 
the commifhion on the imports is double the amount.—The duties of the office are alfo very 
greatly encreafed by the Jate regulations refpecting the regiftry, enrolment, and licenfing 
of veffels, and the exportation of merchandize, which fall wholly on the office of colleCtor, 
and which indeed in this office requires the conftant employment of a clerk; but the emo- 
luments not admitting of this accommodation, I am under the neceflity of foregoing the 
afhiftance of a clerk, three fourths of my time, to the injury of my health, and fometimes 
the delay of the public bufinefs.—To thefe confiderations it will not be improper to add, 
that the univerfally advanced prices of the neceffaries of life, well known to every 
houfekeeper, furniflies the ftrongeft arguments in favour of an increafe of thefe emolu- 
ments.” ; 

Extract of a letter from Jofeph Whipple, Efg. colle€tor for the diftri& of Portfiiouth, 
New-Hampfhire, dated February 3d, 1796. 


(2) * The balance, after dedudting expenditures, is three hundred and twenty dollars, 
which, taking into confideration the enormous rife of the neceffaries of life, is not ade- 
quate to the fupport of my {mall family, though it be applied with ftri@eft ceconomy. 

«¢ Confiding in the juftice of the government which, with delight I ferve, I cheerfully 
fabmit the above to their confideration.” 

Extract of a letter from William: Watfon; Efq. colle&tor for the diftri& of Plymouth, 
Maflachufetts, dated March rift, 1796: 


(3) “ I muft beg leave to obferve,; that the extenfion of the trade and bufinefs of this 
port, has greatly increafed the duties of my office, and that, of neceflity, I have been obliged 
to employ a clerk for the greateft part of the time. _I am perfuaded the enclofed ftatement 
will juftify me in moft refpectfully afking for a further compenfation for the duties of my 
office, than the law at prefent gives me.” ! 

Extra&t of a letter from Ebenezer Thompfon, Efq. naval officer for the diftri@ of Pro- 
vidence, Rhode-Ifland, dated January 22d, 1796. 


(4) The naval cfficer for the port of Newport complains of the inadequacy of his com- 
| penfation to his neceflary expenditures for the fupport of his family, and exprefles a hope 
that fome further provifion will be made for him. 


(5) This return commences at the time when the prefent furveyor entered on the du- 
ties of his ofice. Mr. Porter writes, that no accounts of the emoluments and expenditures 
| of his predeceflor are to be found. 


(6) «* It muft evidently appear, that the compenfation allowed me is vaftly infafficient 
| for the fupport of myfelf and family, and I fhould here do injuftice to them, not to obferve | 
j that the high and advanced prices of all kinds of neceflaries for family fupport urge me to 

requeft an addition to my falary, or fome further fupply, to enable me to give my family a 
comfortable fupport.—Without fome further compenfation I fhall not be able to maintain 
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ihy family, and muft be compelled to relinquifh the ofice.—The revenue laws reftri me 
from carrying on moft kinds of bufinefs that can be purfued in this place, as from its foil 
and fituation, the inhabitants almoft folely depend for fupport on trade and navigation, from 
which I am debarred: 

“ This office has been omitted, while the falary of many other officers of the revenue 
have been augmented, whofe official fervices, I do not believe, entitle them to a more com- 
fortable fupport than this office merits. , 

“© The remote fituation of this port from any other port of entry will ever require an 
office at this place: though the immediate profits of this office to the revenue are not fo 
very great. It howéver fecures to other offices the collection of impoft, from which (in 
cafe there was no office kept here) the revenue would be defrauded.—The immediate pro- 
fits arifing to the revenue from this office, I alfo think, fufficiently juftify my afking a fur- 
ther allowance from government; as nearly four thoutand dollars have been paid into the 
treafury from this ofhce during the prefent year. 

. ‘© It is prefumed that government ever intended to allow her officers a comfortable fup- 
pert for themfelves and families, and where it is not given, it is humbly hoped it will be 
allowed.”

(8) ** I hope when Congrefs fee the fmallnefs of the fees and emoluments of collec- 
tors.in the {mall ports they will advance them, .as,every article of fupport is fo much high- 
er than it ever was, and as we are excluded from any other emolument, we ought to be 
paid for our fervices. An infpe€tor’s pay is preferable to a colleGtor’s, and we are not able 
to pay aclerk. Iam convinced I am not an hour in the day from my defk, there is not a 
clerk in the United States fo clofe confined as I am; all thofe you are no ftranger to, from 
knowing the many returns thet are made to the treafury department.” ;

_°(11) There appear to be peculiar difficulties and inconveniences attending Mr. Heth’s 
fituation.—For the accommodation of merchants and others interefted in the trade of the 
diftri@:, he is obliged to keep his office at an inconvenient diftance from his own dwelling ; 
his abfence from home is, of confequence, almoft continually neceflary. The fituation of 
the office is reprefented to be unhealthy; no place for boarding his clerks can be obtained, 
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but he -is obliged to provide for their fupport by hiring a cook, and purchafing provifions 
from time to time. For the great trouble and expence, to which, from thefe peculiar. cir- 
cumftances, he is expofed, he confiders himfelf not fufliciently compenfated, and relies on 
on augmentation of his falary. fost

« No allowance for my labour, cloathing, or any extra expences that are ‘unavoidable 4 
conftantly confined, debarred from engaging in mercantile bufinefs, admit the bufinefs of 
the office would give me time, unlefs toa great difadvantage.—No allowance for the rifk in 
keeping money, or incurring penalties by the law, for any unintentional mifconduct.—All 
of which I think fhould be taken into confideration.” 

The excefs of expenditures, beyond the emoluments in the account rendered, is caufed by 
the introdu@tion of feveral articles of charge under the head of official expences, which do 
not appear in other returns.—-Such as the board of the collector, and his deputy, hire, 
board and cloathing of a fervant, and wafhing for himfelf and deputy.

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(14) Mr. Kemp obferves, that the duties performed by him are equal to thofe of any 
furveyor in the diftriét of 'T appahannock, and fuggefts that he merits an allowance equal 
to that of the furveyor at Frederickfburg. 


{r5) in this return are included one hundred and one dollars and forty-three cents, the 
amount of fees received by the naval officer for adminiftering and certifying an oath re- 
guired by an infpe€tion law of the ftate of North-Carolina, pafled in the year 1784. ‘The 
requirement of this fee was determined to be illegal, in the opinion of the attorney general, 
to whom the fubject was referred. A copy of his letter of the 25th February laft, to the 
fecretary of the treafury, has been tranfmitted from this office to Mr. Walker, as a rule for 
his future government. A conformity to this determination will. produce a reduction in 
the emoluments of that officer of nearly one quarter part of the prefent annual amount. 


(16) Mr. Simons in his letter of Febywary tft, 1796, accompanying his return, obferves, 
that he now employs three clerks at an expence of 3400 dollars per annum, having found, 
after an exertion extremely laborious and dangerous to his health, that it was not poflible 
with lefs affiftance to difcharge the duties of the office, with accuracy and difpatch.—He has 
alfo to pay one quarter part of the rent of a new office lately engaged at isol. per annum. 
'Phefe and other neéeflary expenditures, according to his ftatement, Jeave fo {mall a com- 

enfation for his fteady and faithful attention to the duties of an arduous asid important 
office, that he is compelled to folicit an augmentation. . 

The following extra: of a letter from [aac Holmes, Efg. coile€tor for the diftri€t of 
Charleiton, South-Carolina, will exhibit his views of the fubject. 

< | here take occafion to mention, that notwithftanding the naval officer’s unwearied, 
fedulous, and laborious attention to the various duties allotted to him, to which I am happy 
in bearing a teflimony to the United States, of his zeal and counfel in the complicated du- 
ties of this office, yet I fay the public bufinefs. has compelled him to relinguifh all idea of 
perfonal compeniation, and to exhauft nearly all of the prefent provifion made for him by 
law in the falaries of two additional clerks, which leaves him in fact deftitute of any com- 
penfation. ; 

‘s [ early advifed the naval officer at all rifks, to provide more affiftance, as thereby, the 
operations of my oilice would not be retarded, and the requifite returns not be delayed 5 
but from the want of experience in the bufinefs, anda delicacy on his part, wifhing to avoid 
every poflible degree of expence to the revenue, he, as long as poflible, avoided the addi- 
tional aid, until the preflure of the office compelled him, rather than rifk his perfonal repu- 
tation by delay, to exhauft his emoluments in the fervice of the United States, and to wait 
the further provifion, that Congrefs under the exifting circumftances may make him. 

1 will only add, that from the experience that I have already had of this officer’s zeal 
and ability in the duties of his office, I think the United States has much good to ex- 
pect from his future fervices.” 
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ie (*) The following remark is annexed to the return tranfmitted by the colle€tor of New- 
York. 

« Jt is neceflary to obferve, that the rent of the cuftom houfe is raifed from three hun- 
dred and twenty-five; to five hundred and twenty-five dollars per annum, and that every 
article of ftationery, fuel, &c. has rifen nearly in the fame proportion.—Alfo, that as the 
commiffions are reduced from three-eighths to three-tenths per cent. that the commiflion 
on a fum equal to that received from the ift of April to the 31ft December laft, will be lefs 
by nine hundred and fixty-feven dollars and feventy-eight cents. ‘This, with the increafed 
rent alone, will make a difference of eleven hundred and twenty-feven dollars and feventy- 
eight cents. Befides, the fees for the firft quarter of the year, barely exceed the fees for. 
a fingle month in the fubfequent quarters.” 
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
